S.R.O. 128, — In pursuance of sub-rule (1) of rule 11 
of the Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service Rules, 
1908, the Central Government, in consultation with the 
Union Public Service Commission, hereby makes the 
foUowini? regulations further to amend the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Civil Service Assistant Civilian 
Staff Officers* Grade (Appointment by Competitive 
Elxamination) Regulations, 1970. namely: — 

1, (3) These Regulations may be called the Armed 
Forces Headquarters Civil Service ,^sistant Civilian 
Staff Oftlcers* Grade (Appointment by Competitive Exa- 
mination) (Amendment) Regulations, 1972. 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette, 

2 In the Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service 
Assistant Civilian Staff Officers’ Grade (Appointment 
bv Competitive Examination) Regulations, 1970, for 
mb-regulation (5) of regulation 8. the following sub- 
'Cgulation shall be substituted, namely;— 

^‘(51 Candidates belonging to any of the Schodaled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the 
extent the number of vacancies reserved iCr 
Ihe Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the 
peneral standard, be recommended by the Com- 
mission by a relaxed standard to make up the 


deficiency In the reserved quota, subject to Ike 
ntness of these candidates for appointiient to the 
service, irrespective of their ranks in the order 
of merit at me examination: 

Provided that if a sirfficient number of candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes is not available to Ell all 
the vacancies reserved for them in accord- 
ance with the orders of Government issued 
in this behalf from time to time, the unfilled 
vacancies shall be filled in the manner pres- 
cribed by Government.**
